Claims 1-97 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus and a 
method for mounting coupled with a power line carrying a high AC line voltage comprising a power supply wherein the power supply is 
operative to convert power flow between the conductive body and the power line into a supply of power at a voltage substantially lower 
than the high AC line voltage for operation of the electronic circuitry; in combination with the claimed features.
